Under its $1.35 billion Energy Crisis 
Assistance Program, the Social Secu- 
rity Administration has spent unknown 
sums of money subsidizing fuel costs 
for people who don't pay fuel bills — for 
example, those living in old-age homes 
or other institutions. The government 
says it was quicker and easier to send 
the fuel checks to everyone receiving 
supplemental social security benefits 
than to weed out those who didn't need 
the extra money. Result: In Michigan 
alone, 16,850 of the 112,000 receiving 
the checks had no fuel expenses; their 
checks totaled almost $3 million. Reci- 
pients can pass the subsidies on to the 



institution they live in — if they want to. 
The' manager of one home, fearing that 
her residents were more likely to blow 
their bonanza on alcohol and forbidden 
sweets, tried to send the money 
back — but the government won't take 
it.

The "normal" NY Demo primary vote is 33-5-5^ Jewish-depending on 
whether upstate bothers to get involved. This time it was in 
the 22-2*$ range. The big drop was almost entirely people who 
would have voted Carter if dragged to the polls as the older 
Orthodox and Conservative Jewish vote tends to approach morality 
issues on a Bible Belt level and none of Kennedy's evasions change 
the fact that he was out drunk with some girl while his wife was 
stuck in the hospital with his kid-drowning her was just the iceing 
on the cake-publically running around on your wife would have been 
- enough. 

However, please to remember that even without the Jewish vote at all 
Carter lost the state. Yes its one of the most liberal states in 
the Union. Yes the problems of NYC skew it towards the big govy 
side of the slate. Still Carter, the Democratic Nixon in his 
ability to blow leads among other things, turned a 58-32 Monday poll 
advantage into a 59-^1 loss. And none of the above explain Conne+icut. 
The only growth area of Conn population are exactly those business 
Types and their employees fleeing NYC and its problems. There aren't 
enough Jews there to swing the state. Its not that liberal(went Ford 
in 76) and still little lying Jimmy lost. 

Now this is less a love of Kennedy than a "dislike of C arX er, but 
then Illinois and earlier have been less a love of Carter than a 
dislike of Kennedy. The bulk of the electorate has decisively 
rejected Kennedy as a President. Whether he killed the girl in- 
tentionally or notj whether his motives were pure, Carnal or merely 
confused don't matter at this point. Nobody believes his story 
and evrybody belives that he's a jetsetter and liar who is morally 
unfit to be President, "prat is a settled issue t and even if he 
hustles the nomination he's unelectable. 

However s the voter rejection of Kennedy does not imply a rejection 
of what ifc^nnedy has to say. Granted his programatic new deal liber- 
alism is out of fsahion in most of the country. However, it still 
has an audience, most of all in the old industrial states of the 
Lakes and NE. That is the basic Kennedy vote , especially as Brown 
has been totally burried as a flake by the media leaving Kennedy 
with no enemy to the left. However, what put Kennedy over more than 
ever was his two basic themes-gas rationing and price controls. 
This is urban populism, a language and theme that Carter as a rural

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populist seems not to understand at all. Carter is presuming 
that with Kennedy gone* the danger is to the right for November. 
He's presuming that the left will be trapped with him in the same 
manner as the right was trapped with Ford. Now xhis is true on 
the right. With the decline of Wallace and his party into fringe 
impotence ,there exists no vehicle or candidate on the right for 
a voter disgusted with overmoderation by the two majors to flee 
to. However, the same is not true an the left. A passed try by 
McCarthy in 76 damned near threw the election to Ford by dumping 
Iowa, Oregon, Washington, Vermont (Maine and( almost) New York into 
the Republican collumn. Kennedy may be finished personally. 
However, in John Anderson his ideas live on in a more acceptable 
cantidate. The Wisconsin results will probably free Anderson to 
make the move. If he doesn't maybe Brown will. If both refuse, there 
is always Commoner and the Cit zen's Party. However, a liberal- 
left alternative promising controls, big government, SALT, withdrawl 
abroad and social engineering at home is virtually a certainty. 
The more Carter edges into being Jerry Ford with a Goergia accent, 
the greater this defection becomes. By staying in the race Kennedy 
is not just carrying out a personal vendetta. He is serving as . 
a standard bearer for an entire political force , crucifying Carter 
on 20% interest, 20^ inflation, recession, a rising defense budget, 
and all the other left icons. The lib-left intellectual clique 
is small and relatively powerless at the polls. When linked to 
issues like these, they acquire a following, "this is something 
Carter does not understand. Proving that he can run better than 
Kennedy ia basically GOP states like Vermont, NH or Iowa doesn't 
mean much. Proving that a northern democrat can't crack Dixie 
has been obvious since FDR died and segregation was abolished. 
What should be scaring Carter is that he has yet to convincingly 
prove that he can carry the industrial heartland that he needs to 
be reelected. Illinois doesn't count in that sense-its a crossover 
state and the Dems and inds who liked what « enned y said but d 5- dn,t 
like the man or didn't like Mayor Byrne merely crossed the aisle and 
voted for Anderson. ' backing that choice in NY and Conn, they are now 
voting Kennedy. Carter simply doesn't have the support for his 
programs once he lacks the flag to hide behind. And with dayl50 
of the hostage crisis, the flag is shrinking awfully small. His 
apparant strategy there is to ignore them and hope they go away. 
They won't and neither will his defeat. The conservatives will 
take the real McCoy come election day-a fair portion to his left 
witl vote its heart and put Reagan in the Whtte House. Those are 
the cards Jimmy is facing, and all the lies about UN votes or 
letters to the Iman aren't going to change the spots. Do not be 
surprised if come October we find a war crisis as Carter finds it 
his only path back to DC and out of the slammer. 

(( I'm starting to think that Reagan has a fighting chance, but I think it is only a 
chance. I think that after the conventions, the liberals will pull out all the filth 
that the arch criminal Johnston used against Goldwater, and the people will lap it 
right up just like they did then. Third par£y tries are tempting to many, I'm sure, 
especially on the left as Scott mentions; however, my guess is that they will not 
make a real go of it.. 1 hope I'm wrong, but betting on the stupidity of the vast 
mass of voters out there is seldom a chancy proposition in the United States anymore. 
Not by a long shot.

AN ASTROLOGY LESSON and other assorted learnings in the mystic world, revealed to all by

Belief in astrology and reincarnation are both not only in harmony with the Bible, but 
necessary to be in harmony with it. (Of course many sciences are accepted automatically 
by you and most Bible believers without any mention of thi.E in the Bible). (So I am 
tempted to say, what biz do you have asking for Biblical evidence?) 

First, re astrology. Briefly, this was the no 1, central science of the learned men 
of the ancient world, in O.T. and N.T. times. But above all it was the science for which 
the Chaldaeans were renowned, much as U.S. today has more computer technology than the rest 
of the world combined, and as Germany pre WWI led t world in chemistry (+ seemed to in 
several other sciences wch we now kno they were building on erroneous theories + false 
assumptions, + post WWI science has largely discredited all their work except in chemistry) 

So when Daniel we read of 4 (("kin"??)) + 3 other young fellows, captives of the 
Chaldeans in Babylon, excelling in their studies over all t Chaldaean youth, we kno tt 
this at least included in astrology, + probably was mainly in astrology. If you took up 
t study of astrology as a science you wd see tt, unlike in math + physics, it is so complex 
tt to really excell in it one needs to have keenly intuitive comprehension of a whole 
range of philosophical and psychological factors, as all t principles of life + human 
nature + human experience + affairs are involved. So these fellows being more spititual 
than t Babylonian, youth advanced far into it while t other, students were still struggling 
wi elementary stuff. They probably also had t hyest IQ in their classes, as Jews so often 
do, wch wd enable them to get thru t mechanics of t subject (astronomy) faster than t 
others, but tt is only a probability. Also remember tt c, 900 yrs. earlier Moses was 
givn t hyest education available in Egypt, "learned in all t wisdom of t Egyptians", wch 
was likely i astrology, and a great preparation for leading Israel later, as astrology 
enables one to understand the world + the pepl in it, + be a wise leader.

(probably wi a PhD in Math or Astronomy) whose write-up shows he isn't into it as far 
as a serious student in his 2d or 3rd day of a 1 yr. course! If you assume a subject is 
false, you usually get nowhere in comprehension of it. Astrology is exactly as scientific 
as any other science. It uses the 'scientific method* of systematically recording observed 
phenomena and therefrom deducing the laws of cause + effect involved, wch enable us to 
successfully predict future phenomena. Much astrological work has ignored the problems of 
physics + chemistry tt wd arise shd one try to discover how planetary cycles effect their 
influence on humans + the natural world. Since the main area of study is re what effect 
■they do have -on us we astrologists can leave t problems of how, for t steadily developing 
sciences of physics + biology to wrestle with. In t .past 100 yrs., since these scientists 
became so impressed with themselves (each generation finding tt t previous one was 
mistaken about a lot of things, some essential theoretically) we've seen them all condemnii 
because they cdn't see how it works. Like a child so big-headed tt he wd smash a pocket 
calculator (Xmas gift) because it insulted his 'intelligence*. Now at last some physicists

But we astrologists have no need to kno. We are scientists . + a scientist shd be generally 
aware of where his science's boundaries are. We weren't trying to be physicists, but t 
physical scientists, being generally immature + egotistical, tried to demand that! 

The reason I'm giving ts subject 3x t space I intedded to is tt I've decided to 
get xeroxes of ts letr and enclose as one of t items wi Ultsent (ish #3) going out c. Mar 
25, Those receiving it likely include some wi no faith in either astrology or reincarnatior 
andmaybe none accept both, + so as Ultsent ed. + known to believe in both it's about time 
I eliminated some of t readers* fields of ignorance wch myt be sharply reducing their 
regard for me as an intellectual generally. 

Now, for reincarnation, this is so vital to theology tt, unlike astrology, I cn see

sense in one's demanding tt It be harmonized with the Bible. I was only c. 20 when I 
discovered astrology was a real science, but it was not till 1940, when I was c. 25, tt I 
finally came upon convincing evidence re re-incarnation, + several yrs more before I read 
about t Council of Constantinople wch was called by Emp. Justinian to condemn tt as heresv 
altho it had bn the doctrine of t Church originally (as you'll see in t O.T. and N.T.), 
because his wicked Empress Theodosia had committed such crimes tt she cdn't bear to imagir 
tt t law of Karma wd require her to expiate by becoming herself a victim of similar 
atrocious crimes in future lives (+/or cdn't bear to have others believing tt she wd 
be thus punisht). Just'n + The'a packt t council wi their appointees as delegates, to get 
results! 

In t case of Jesus* healing t man born blind, his disciples askt, "Who sinned, ts ma: 
or his parents, tt he shd be born blind?" So here we see tt after at least a yr. as Jesus 
constant companions, free to discuss everything in theology, + probably doing so frequent:

'harvests'.) 

Jesus* reply is "very instructive and no doubt t author recorded "th incident "be^ cause 
it. "Nay, but tt t glory of God shd be manifest." No doubt there had been other times whe: 
he said tt karma cn be used to account for only part of t affliction we see, but they 
likely were still in tt habit wch dominates t popular thinking in India, re karma, + in 
occidental circles tt hv accepted reincarnation doctrine, of assuming others' misfortunes 
to be due to negative karma. It is a grievous error, because it tends to wipe out a feelir 
tt we ot to be keenly concerned and ot to act to counter those misfortunes of others. 

It is as tho we were naive visitors to a race track, + looking at t program noted tt 
in many races t weyts assigned differ, + remarked, "Oh see No. 3 has 125 lbs., 4 more thar. 
any other! Cn you tell us, is tt because he's behaved so bad in a past race, or because 
his owner had to be penalized?" Nay, but so he cn prove again his merit is t greatest ! 
(i.e. his devine endowment). 

We kno Jesus + Co. held reincarnation as a basic doctrine. When he asked, "Whom do me 
say I am?," the disciples answered tt some say Elias, + some "tt prophet wch to come 
(t Messiah)", etc., so we kno tt Jewry, or at least Galilee, recognized reincarnation of 
(("avatars" ?)) , + probably of us all. It had always bn in t Hebrew wisdom traditn via 
Solomon + Elijah + Daniel etc., but only t Galileean (mainly) sect called Essene, of wch 
J.X. + co, were all members, still held it firmly . 

When David in t Psalms says he hopes to "become a pillar in t house of my God, + go 
no more forth", he referred to tt final graduate status, karma cleared, when one is relea 
from t cycle of reincarnation forever (but able to reincarnate at will, as an avatar).

Some "shall be saved so as by fire" t 
N.T, says, wch means t soul loses its body (etheral) in Hades (Purgatory) but "the spirit 
goeth back to God who gave it," one passage promises. In t Bible, soul (psyche) + spirit 
(pneuma) are carefully distinguished. It is t spirit tt is divine-immortal-eternal, + 
that is what reincarnates, each life another lesson in t course of educatn tt eventually 
produces a saint, ready to reign in t celestial gov't of t Cosmos, (orientals often have 
soul reincarna, an inferior kind tt Christianity banned)
